Dear My, ‘Tillett—-I hava your 
letter, in which you aceuse’ thel, 
Police and the.magistrates'of this 
country of carrying on.a “vicious 
vendetta” against the workmen 
and workwomen involved in the ye- 
cent. strike, and say. that a “class 
hatred bias" has apparently been 
“pissed on to the police ‘hg part of 
thelr instructions,” with the re- 
sult that they'are | “persecutors 
rather than’ policemey.” 


‘These axe very serious:charges, 
and you give no particulars in aup- 
port of them. You say, “In read- 
ing through the accounts of the 
prosecution 1am ‘astounded at the 
venom on the one side, which 
means a one-sided law administra- 
tion.” = But. you do not indiente 
what prosecution "or prosecutions 
you had in mind or what accounts 


you had read, ; 


‘The only reference in your let- 
tor to any specific ‘case is your re- 
ferenve. to certain women now 
serving sentences, of imprisonment 
for taking active parts, in. a, riot 
which Involved an attempt to in- 
terfere with certain men who. had 
resumed. work, and:an attack on 
the police who were. protecting 
them.”

There axe at the present moment 
fifty-one » world records for acro- 
plaes and scaptancs. Of these, 
forty-cight are held by, machines 
fitted with ‘water-cooled engines. 


In the Schneider Cup Race this 
year, an interesting comparison will 
be. possible, as of the British 
machines to be entered, two will 
be fitted with the Napier, water- 
cooled aero engino, and one with 
the alr-cooled Jupiter.

To avoid most of these troubles, 
the plugs should be cleaned re- 
gularly, ‘they should be replaced 


with naw ones about once'a year, |: 
the spark gap should’ be reset to |, 


ihe width of “n thin dime, they 
should be tightened effectively but 
not too much, and the engine, 
ineluding the pistons and piston 
rings, shduld be tested against 
leakage of oil,” ‘

‘To Jorate a missing spark plug, 
first check up the ignition by. re- 
leasing the, wire to cach plug, in- 
dividually, running. the engine 
slowly and seeing whether sparks 
are formedowhen the wire is placed 
about three-sixteenths 
away from the terminal. 


If, the spark appears without a 
miss, at euch apark plug terminal, 
the ignition isn't at fault.
